Although the city’s new utilities 
superintendent, William J. Thom­ 
pson, began his duties Monday, 
City Council last night officially 
hired the Toronto, 0., man at a 
beginning salary of $7 ,500 a year. 
Thompson, who comes to Sal­ 
em from Toronto, where he was 
superintendent of water and sew­ 
age, was officially hired as of 
Dec. 1. According to unanimous 
v ote of Council, Thompson’s sal­ 
ary will increase to $8,300 annual­ 
ly on Dec. 1, 1963, if, in the dis­ 
cretion of the Utilities Commis - 
sion, Thompson prov ides satis­ 
factory serv ices. 
Thompson fills the post v acated 
by Aubrey Hayes who had re­ 
signed, effectiv e Dec. 1. 
Hayes 
was hired in January, 1953, 
at 
$450 a month. His salary increas­ 
ed a number of times, finally be­ 
coming $800 a month in January, 
1960. Hayes is mov ing to Florida.

After cracks in the corner ma­ 
sonry were first observ ed months 
ago, councilmen consulted c o n­ 
struction experts and were 
in­ 


formed that the cracks were cau­ 
sed because expander joints had 
not been put into the masonry. 
At last night’s City Council ses­ 
sion, Councilman John E. Ranee 
introduced an ordinance authoriz­ 
ing and directing the serv ice dir­ 
ector to adv ertise for bids 
and 
enter into contract for repairs to 
the municipal building, based on 
plans and specifications submit­ 
ted by Wilbur Watson 
& Associa­ 
tes. The ordinance was giv en its 
first reading. 
The repairing of the masonry, 
not likely to get underway until 
after winter weather, will call for 
rebuilding sev eral feet of each of 
the building corners. 
Mayor Dean B. Cranmer

thermostats in the City Hall are 
not controlling the furnace prop­ 
erly. The mayor and Councilman 
Ranee, chairman of a special pu­ 
blic building committee, said that 
steps will be taken to improv e the 
heat control situation in City Hall 
in order to cut down on fuel con­ 
sumption.

WASHINGTON (AP)-M ov es to 
“liberalize” 
two 
major 
House 
committee-—Rules and Ways and 
Means—may get the new Con­ 
gress off to a battling start next 
month. 
On their success or failure de­ 
pends the fate of much of Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s domestic legisla­ 
tiv e program. 
Administration spokesmen dis­ 
closed priv ately today that they 
would fight to keep the member­ 
ship of the powerful Rules Com­ 
mittee at 15. The committee will 
rev ert to its original 12-man size 
in 
the new House unless the 
House v otes for the larger num­ 
ber. 
Membership was increased to 
15 two years ago in a bid to add 
liberal v otes and thus break the 
grip a conserv ativ e coalition had 
held for years. 
The committee now is com­ 
posed of 10 Democrats and fiv e 
Republicans, 
with eight 
liberal 
Democrats normally—but not al­ 
ways—in control. Under the 12- 
man arrangement, a conserv ativ e 
coalition of two Southern Demo­ 
crats, 
Chairman 
Howard 
W. 
Smith of Virginia and William M. 
Colmer 
of 
Mississippi, 
often 
teamed with the four Republican 
members to block administration 
bills. 
The Rules Committee is a clear­ 
ing house for bills approv ed by 
other committees. Without its ap­ 
prov al, it is extremely difficult 
for a bill to reach the House floor. 
Ev en 
the 
enlarged 
committee 
blocked 
some 
Kennedy-backed 
bills. 
The enlargement was a prestige 
battle between the late Speaker 
Sam Rayburn of Texas and Chair­ 
man Smith. Rayburn won by a 
v ote of only 217 to 212.

Leaders of both warring groups 
priv ately claim they hav e the 
v otes.

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All Enemies Are Ruthless 


This Dec. 7 will be the 21st anniv ersary of 
the carelessness that caused Japan’s attack 
on Pearl Harbor to be successful. 
The “ day that will liv e in infamy ,” as Pres­ 
ident Roosev elt said it should, is remember­ 
ed better than any other ev ent in World War 
II. 
But as time p asses, Dec. 7, 1941, is being 
remembered mo re fo r U.S. fat-headedness 
than Japanese ruthlessness. It would hav e 
been hard for the Japanese to be any thing 
but ruthless that Sunday morning . They were 
ahooting fish in a barrel. They nev er dreamed 
it would be so easy . 
To paraphrase Win sto n Churchill’s com­ 
ment on the airmen who sav ed Britain, nev er 
hav e so many American s owed their deaths 
to so much official fat-headedness. 
With only 100 p lan es an d 
a few midg et sub­ 
marines, th e Jap s d estro y ed 
177 U. S. planes 
and put out o f co mmissio n temporarily or 
permanently th e b etter part o f 8 6 ships tied 
up for th e fo rth co min g 
slaug hter. 
They could n o t h av e d o n e mo re 
than a frac­ 
tion of th is d amag e o r k illed 
more than a 
handful of the men wh o lo st their liv es that 
day if the U. S. Nav y , the U. S. Army and 
the U. S. politicians had been doing what they 
were responsible for doing . 
The politicians are supposed to look out for 
the country ’s international relations and not 
be caug ht napping . They were sound asleep 
Dec. 7, 1941. The militarists are supposed to 
keep their weapons at the ready and not doze 
off at their sentry posts. They were remiss on 
both counts. Thy hadn’t ev en come to when 
the Japs hit Manila the nex t day . The plane* 


were lined up for slaug hter on the g round 
there, too; all were wiped out. 
The day “ will liv e in infamy .” But unless 
it taug ht the American people something , 
nothing will be g ained by remembering it. 
The lesson is easy ; If y ou ask for a sucker 
punch, y ou will g et it. 
But it is hard to learn. 


The United States is asking for another 
sucker punch. It is taking at their word 
spokesmen for a g ov ernment that has no g ood 
will in it and is dead set on pushing the Unit­ 
ed States into obliv ion. 
Cuba could be another Pearl Harbor. AH 
the elements are there if the United States 
asks for a sucker punch. 


It assuredly will g et one if it lets Russian 
spokesmen lull it to sleep the way the two 
Japanese g entlemen sweet-talked the Ro o se- 
v eltians into a coma rig ht up to the mo ­ 
ment their country launched its attack. 


The infamy that Dec. 7, 1941, liv es in is the 
incredible g ullibility of the U. S. g ov ernment. 
The United States cannot afford to turn its 
back « n a dog -eat-dog w o r l d . Ev en its 
"friends” are capable of mad-dog antics. 


The brig htest thing the somefimes-not-too- 
brig ht Washing ton decision makers could do 
rig ht now would be to rename Guantanamo 
Nav al Base "Pearl Harbor” and call the 
southern part of the Florida peninsula the 
"Philippines.” 


Twenty -one y ears later our politicians and 
defenders are tempting another ruthless en­ 
emy to knock us off. Arent’t all enemies ruth- 
lss? Is there any other kind?

The dismissed men will receiv e 
this allowance ev en if they find 
other jobs. If they do, they then 
can keep all the money they earn 
plus the $100 a week. 
They can apply for retraining . 
The carrier will pay 75 per cent 
of this cost for two y ears. At all 
times the firemen — as well as 
any of the other thousnds who 
will be laid off — are part of a 
national railroad hiring pool with 
preferential rehiring rig hts. 
Those who hav e less than fiv e 
y ears’ ex perience will g et from 3 
to 
12 
months’ 
notice of lay off. 
Then they will receiv e from 6 to 
18 months’ sev erance pay . All can 
take the money in a lump sum or 
ov er the ex tended period. 


IN ALL there are 46.000 fire­ 
men. Six thousand of these are on 
passeng er trains. They will not be 
dismissed. This leav es 40,000 on 
the ov er - the - road freig ht trains 
and in the railroad y ards. When 
the 13,000 y oung er firemen 
are 
g one, there will be 27,000 left. 
They will hav e lifetime jobs. But 
as they retire and pass on their 
spots will not be filled. 
Thus, in y ears to come there 
will be only two men in the loco­ 
motiv e cabs of freig ht trains — 
the eng ineer and the brakeman. 
Thu« slowly the $1.6 million

Here is what a presidential com­ 
mission reported after 16 months 
of study : 
“ Carriers should hav e an un­ 
limited rig ht to introduce techno­ 
log ical chang e. Chang es requiring 
amendment of rules or ag ree­ 
ments affecting craft lines, senior­ 
ity or working conditions should 
be neg otiated with the employ es; 
failing to ag ree the matter should 
be referred to a special tribunal 
for final determination.” 
And the roads are prepared to 
g o first to the brotherhoods f o r 
ag reement on dismissals. If they 
disag ree, they will g o to com­ 
pulsory arbitration. 


EVENTUALLY some 25,000 ad­ 
ditional railroad workers will be 
released in this fashion. Ex perts 
tell me it will take two decades 
before the lines hav e completely 
liminated the 65,000 jobs they be­ 
liev e to be surplus in the elec­ 


tronic and Diesel locomotiv e ag e. 
There will be other cuts. These 
will come during the rail merg ers. 
If the Pennsy lv ania and New York 
Central consolidate, the unions say 
it will cost 15,000 other jobs. How­ 
ev er, there really is no definitiv e 
accounting now. 
But certainly the old crafts are 
disappearing . Once, some 10 y ears 
ag o, 
the brotherhoods 
had 
1.1 
million members. Now it takes 
some 740,000 to run our railroads. 
Sooner or later the fig ure will be 
at 68 5,000. 
I recall writing rail stories in­ 
v olv ing two million workers; and 
mine stories concerning 600,000; 
and steel stories reporting on 1.25 
million men. But the old order 
chang es. 
The formula appears to be de­ 
v eloping around aid to the y oung ­ 
er workers seeking 
new 
fields 
while the older men are g uaran­ 
teed their jobs but the jobs them­ 
selv es ev entually g o. And opening s 
in the space ag e business make 
room for the newcomers.

Since, in the prev ious election, 
he receiv ed 32 per cent, this is 
reg rded as a sig nificant increase 
Mr. Jav its mig ht readily hav e 
g otten 
far more thn a 2 per 
cent increase among Neg ro v ot­ 
ers in New York City —and also 
attracted more of the conserv a­ 
tiv e v otes in other parts of the 
state—if he had stressed the un­ 
employ ment issue and economic 
adv ersity , p a s t , 
present 
and 
future. 


ASPIRANTS for the Republican 
presidential nomination would fare 
better by spending more time 
making 
speeches 
of 
opposition 
then by fanning the flames of 
dissension within their own party . 
The Republicans allow themselv es 
to be div ided into factions when 
their main job, politically speak­ 
ing , is to tell the country what’s 
really happening to it. 
This is especially important at 
a time when ev en some of the 
best friends of the administration 
are accusing it of "manipulat­ 
ing ” the news. The President’s 
v irtual monopoly on the air and 
on the front pag es of the news­ 
papers nearly ev ery day isn’t the 
fault of the broadcasters or of 
the press but is due to the fact 
that the Republicans don’t seem 
to know 
how to 
make 
news, 
which is the first lesson a party 
out of power needs to learn.

Adenauer Rule 
Threatened by 
Coalition Bid 


BONN,

Democrats 
schedu led a meeting with leaders 
of the opposition Socialists today 
in a su rprise bid to form a right- 
left coalition to u nseat Chancellor 
Konrad Adenau er. 
West Germany’s seriou s politi­ 
cal crisis showed no sign of solu ­ 
tion. Adenau er and his Christian 
Democrats 
discu ssed 
coalition 
with Socialist leaders Tu esday bu t 
reached no decision. 
A commu niqu e said that they 
discu ssed “fu tu re political coop­ 
eration.” Half the Socialist mem­ 
bers of Parliament were reported 
opposed to a coalition with the 
Christian Democrats u nless Aden­ 
au er retired. 
The u nresolved crisis, tou ched 
off originally by the walk ou t of 
Free Democrats from the govern­ 
ment as a resu lt of the Spiegel 
affair, has pu t Adenau er in one 
of the tou ghest spots of his politi­ 
cal career. 
A u nion of Free Democrats and 
Socialists wou ld mean an end to 
the 86-vear-old Adenau er’s ru le. 
The Free Democrats, with 67 
seats, hold the balance of power 
in the present Bu ndestag (lower 
hou se). 
Adenau er’s 
Christian 
Democrats hold 241 seats and the 
Socialists 190. 
A new arrest in the Spiegel case 
was 
annou nced 
while political 
leaders 
stru ggled to heal 
the 
breach cau sed by the crack down 
on the week ly news magazine. 
Lawyer Josef Au gstein, a broth­ 
er of Der Spiegel’s pu blisher, was 
tak en into cu stody Tu esday on 
su spicion of complicity in high 
treason. 
The previou s arrests pf pu blish­ 
er Ru dolf Au gstein and members 
of his staff tou ched off the tu r­ 
moil that cau sed the exit o? the 
Free Democrats from the govern­ 
ment and brou ght on the resigna­ 
tion of Defense Minister Franz 
Josef Strau ss. 
The first arrests followed an 
article in the magazine charging 
that the 400,000-man armed force 
Strau ss bu ilt u p du ring his six 
years in office was incapable of 
stopping any Soviet aggression. 
Critics charged that Strau ss had 
sou ght revenge against the maga­ 
zine, which had constantly op­ 
posed him. Strau ss su bsequ ently 
resigned, bu t efforts to patch u p 
the coalition have so far been 
u nsu ccessfu l.

Stevenson 
wou ld remain as U.N. ambassa­ 
dor. 
Stevenson himself assailed the 
article as "inaccu rate and grossly 
mirepresenting my views.” 
The ambassador conferred with 
the President and it was in that 
meeting on Monday that he re­ 
portedly received the President’s 
personal assu rance of su pport. 
There is a strong impression 
among other officials, however, 
that someone is “ou t to get Ad- 
lai.” These officials seem to have 
no dou bt that Bartlett and Alsop 
obtained their information on the 
variou s opinions expressed in se­ 
cret meetings of the NSC execu 
tive committee from persons the 
newmen considered to be fu lly 
competent and highly au thorita­ 
tive informants.

'Glue Sniffers' Invite Trouble 


Ferdinand the Bull loved to 
sniff the flowers. Some children 
are known to sniff gasoline. 
But 
now there em erges another form 
of sniffing that 
is more danger­ 
ous than 
gaso- 
1 i n e 
sniffing 
that appears in 
children 
(m ost­ 
ly boys) of ages 
7 to 17. 
T h i s 
consists of snif­ 
fing the plastic 
cem ent used to 
make 
mo d e 1 


Dr. 
Bm ndstadt airplanes. 
This type of cement has been 
in the m arket for many years, 
but no glue sniffing was observed 
as a health problem until two or 
three years ago. 


As with gasoline sniffing, most 
of the children who took up glue 
sniffing for "kicks” were emo­ 
tionally disturbed. But this factor 
alone would not account for the 
habit. 


THE 
INTOXICATING 
effects 
were probably discovered by cha­ 
nce after working with the glue. 
Then, as 
the feeling of 
elation 
was recognized as a result of the 
sniffing, intentional repetition 
of 
the experience was sought. This 
was, possibly, to escape an emo­ 
tionally unsatisfactory or unplea­ 
sant environment. 
Plastic cem ents contain highly 
volatile solvents which vary with 
different brands. 
But they 
all 
contain a combination of s ucfi 
chemicals as benzene, alcohol, ac­ 
etone, butyl acetate, carbon tetra­ 
chloride, and chloroform. 
The children who use t he s e 
glues for sniffing develop a cer­ 
tain amount of tolerance so that 
they cannot get the desired effect 
without using an increasing num­ 
ber of tubes. It does not follow, 
however, that their internal org­ 
ans develop a sim ilar tolerance. 
While the "jag ” may last only 
30 to 45 minutes, chronic poison­ 
ing of the liver, heart, kidneys, 


blood - forming organs, and ner­ 


vous system slowly develops. 
A 


real binge m ay cause loss of con­ 


sciousness. 


WHILE THE BODY 
IS 
being 
slowly poisoned, more noticeable 
effects of prolonged use may be 
observed. These include halitosis, 
excessive 
secretions from 
nose 
and mouth, irritability, loss of ap­ 
petite, loss of weight, and lack of 
mental alertness. 


Sniffing is a habit rather than 
a 
t rue 
addiction. Fortunately, 
stopping the habit does not pro­ 
duce painful withdrawl symptoms.

Winter Wheat Program 
Dec. 14 is the last day for sign­ 
ing up under the 1963 wheat stab­ 
ilization program for farm s in the 
winter wheat area, L. L. Moff Ma­ 
honing County chairman of the 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation 
Committee, 
has 
an­ 
nounced. 


"This means that only about a 
week rem ains in which growers 
may file applications to take part 
in the 1963 winter wheat stabiliza­ 
tion program ,” the chairm an said. 
"F arm ers who participate in the 
1963 program will be eligible to 
receive special payments for vol­ 
untarily diverting a part of their 
allotment or base acreage from 
the production of wheat and de­ 
voting that acreage to a conserva­ 
tion use, and they will also qual­ 
ify for extra price-support pay­ 
ments and for the regular price- 
support loan or purchase agree­ 
m ents.” 
Under this voluntary wheat re­ 
duction program , farm ers may 
divert 
from 
20 to 50 
percent 
of their wheat allotment or base 
acreage, 
with special diversion 
provisions for small farm s. The 
diverted acreage must be devoted 
to an approved conservation use. 
Growers a re cautioned, however, 
to sign up for only the amount of 
acreage they intend to divert from 
1963 production. Failure to divert 
the full am ount of acreage signed 
up would result in loss of diver­ 
sion and price-support payments, 
as well as loss of eligibility for 
the regular wheat price-support 
loan or purchase agreement, it 
was pointed out by T. W. Rich­ 
ards, ASC office m anager.
